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January Meeting Brim Full of Interest 


Veterans Outpatient Program Simplified 


Because so many dentists seem to be 
unfamiliar with the rules and regulations 
pertaining to the treatment of veterans 
with service-connected dental disabilities, 
the Monthly Meeting Program Commit- 
tee has secured Dr. Clarence A. Toline, 
Chief of the Dental Division of the Vet- 
erans Administration in this area, as the 
speaker for the January Monthly Meet- 
ing. This meeting will be held in the 
North Ballroom of the Stevens Hotel, 
Tuesday, January 21. Dr. Toline will be 
accompanied by Drs. Koch, Gorman and 
Riedl of the Chicago Regional Office 
and between them they will explain the 
role of the participating dentist in the 
Veterans Administration’s outpatient 
dental program. Each of these men is 
an authority and no member of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society who is, or expects 
to become, a participating dentist can 
afford to miss this opportunity to get 
some firsthand information. 


OUTPATIENT PROGRAM 


Briefly, Dr. Toline and his associate 
will explain what is meant by a “veteran 
outpatient” and the basis on which said 
veteran may claim dental care. (It is 
estimated that there are some 20,000,000 
potential beneficiaries in this country, 
eighty per cent of whom will be eligible 
for some dental benefits, so it readily 
becomes apparent that there will be 
plenty of work for everyone.) They will 
explain how the veteran puts in his claim 


and how the dentist receives authoriza- 
tion. Examination and type of treatment 
will come in for consideration also. 
There are innumerable rules and regula- 
tions which are used by the Veterans 
Administration dental rating boards in 
arriving at a decision of service-connec- 
tion. Naturally, the veteran’s induction 
record indicates the condition of his teeth 
when he entered the service and his sepa- 
ration record indicates the condition of 
his teeth when leaving service, but there 
are considerably more ramifications to 
the procedure than these. 


EMERGENCY TREATMENT 


The first thing that will come to mind 
when a dentist gets into the Veterans 
Administration program will be what to 
do for emergency treatment of a dental 
disability which the veteran states is 
service connected. An emergency treat- 
ment, for the purpose of the record, is 
defined as “any condition causing ex- 
treme pain or endangering the life of the 
veteran.” The mere fact that a tooth is 
so badly broken down that an extraction 
is indicated, is not sufficient to warrant 
the rendering of emergency dental treat- 
ment. (A veteran who comes into your 
office with a broken jaw resulting from 
a contact with a brother veteran’s fist is 
obviously not a service connected dis- 
ability.) Dr. Toline will also answer the 
often asked question about the additional 
fee for “better class work.”

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EDITORIAL 


ESSAY CONTEST 


None of the entries in the Chicago Dental Society’s Seventh Annual Essay 
Contest was deemd by the judges as worthy of the award. A number of essays 
were submitted but all of them seemed to be lacking in at least one essential. 
Some were a rehash of material that had been submittd previously and offered 
nothing new; some drew conclusions that were not supported by the necessary 
data and others were not sufficiently well prepared to qualify. 

No one need feel discouragd over the outcome of this year’s competition. 
Such a contingency was foreseen, in fact, by the originators of the contest when 
they gave the judges authority to reject any and all contributions. Many of the 
younger men connected with our institutions of learning, who were interested 
in research, have only recently returned from service with the armed forces of 
the United States. Obviously, no opportunity was afforded them while in service 
to continue their studies. Now that they have donned civilian garb it can be 
expected that they again will take an active interest in investigating the 
unknown. Caries control, vitamin therapy and the role of the antibiotics in 
mouth disorders are still in the embryonic stage and offer wide fields for 
research. 


CANCER ON THE INCREASE 


Cancer took a toll of 171,000 lives last year in the United States and is in- 
creasing at the rate of 1,500 new cases a year as time goes on. This places it in 
the category of a national menace. All the general and private hospitals of the 
country are filled to overflowing with patients who are acutely ill and who are 
hospitalized for just a short time. Cancer patients, on the other hand, may 
require months of care. Consequently, few hospitals can take them and home, 
certainly, is no place for them. 

Taking cognizance of these facts, a group of influential citizens has organized 
the National Cancer Foundation with headquarters in New York City. The 
Foundation is currently in the midst of a campaign to raise funds for its pro- 
gram of providing care for the cancer patient. It is not the American tradition 
to deny expert care to any individual who has a hopeless disease. The National 
Foundation is the first organization of its kind to intercede for the cancer vic- 
tim. It deserves support. 


WHO FOOTS THE BILL? 


Now that the Veteran’s bonus is an assured thing, it might be well to consider 
who is going to pay for it. No professional man who reads these lines would 
hesitate to pour out compensation for the disabled and wounded veterans of 
the war or for the dependents of those killed in action. But if no discrimination 
is made between these deserving ones and the “professional” veteran who 
thinks the world owes him a living just because he spent a few months in uni- 
form, Heaven help the taxpayer! 

To get back to simple arithmetic, there are likely to be some 15,000,000 serv- 
ice men and women entitled to the bonus. This means that it will cost a lot of 
money, so much money that it will take years to pay it off. The Department of 
Labor statistics show that man’s most productive years are between thirty and 
sixty. It doesn’t take a master mathematician to figure out that these very same 
service men and women, in a few years, will be at the peak of their earning 
power and, perforce, paying the bulk of the taxes. So—the more the govern- 
ment debt runs up on this bonus business, the stiffer will be the burden they 
will have to bear. Which brings to mind the old adage: You can’t have your 
cake and eat it too!—James H. Keith.

A set of artificial dentures cannot be expected to function properly and render 
a real health service to the wearer unless it conforms to a high standard of 
stability and retention at all times. Retention of dentures is mainly dependent 
upon surface tension. Surface tension between the mucosa and the dentures will 
be at its optimum if and when the area covered by the dentures is greatest. 
It is also essential that the denture supporting structures should be reproduced in 
a state of rest. The soft tissues should neither be compressed nor displaced by 
the impression material during the process of securing the impressions. The 
geographical outline of the denture bearing area should be of such a nature as 
to cover maximum area and yet not impinge upon tense and resistant muscle 
attachments. To insure uniform settling of the dentures and with it their ade- 
quate retention it is important to relieve the hard areas in a careful and scientific 
manner.
